he Direétors of the Britith Society for Extending the Fithe- 
ries, and Improving the Sea-coafts of the kingdom, think

and of wealth—to augment, by a vaft addition to the num- 
ber of the feamen, the maritime power of the empire—An 
undertaking fo extehfive and important, mires, on the 
part of the Direétors, the molt deliberate duét, and the 
molt authentic focal information. 
"Under thefe impreffions, one of their earlie(t meafures was 
that of foliciting information, as well from the public at 
* large, as from the principal inhabitants of the northern and 
: coatts of the Highlands, to which, as the natural 
feat of the Fitheries, their views are chiefly directed. In 
confequence of their applications, anfwers the moft fatisfac- 
tory have been returned; for at the fame time that fpecific

He had to fpeak of circumftances which 
he fhould bring forward with the-utmoft reludance, 
and which never would have been produced, if Lady 
Strathmore had confined herfelf to that fait in the 
Commons, the termination of which fhe deemed ef- 
fential to her happinefs, or if fhe had not extended 
her thoughts to vengeance, by a profecution» in. a 
criminal Court. of Jultice: -As* thd circumftances 
now ftood, it was incumbent on; Mr/Bowes, in de- 
fence of his honour, and appealing as he did to the 
tribunal of the public, to ftate the various and con- 
tinued provocations which he. had: received; this 
difclofure was alfo neceffary at-prefent, to convince 
the Court, that in pafling their fentence, they thould 
regard only the violation of the baw as far as public. 
juttice was concerned, without any retrofpegt to the _ 
fituation of an individual, whofe topdu@ had been 
uniformly fuch as to prove her totally undeferving of 
attention.

He then proceeded to ftate the circumftances of 
the marriage of the Countefs of Strathmore to Mr 
Bowes, in January 1777@with thé conveyance of 
her eftates to traftees for her feparate ufe, which 
fhe had previoufly made. .

éamftances worthy of obfervation. In the firit place, 
Lady Strathmore, on abfconding from her hufband, 
did not feck aa afylum with her friends, as in pra- 
dence fhe fhould have done, but trulted herfelf in 
the hands of perfons ‘mean and intere(ted, as thofe 
above deferibeds It was alfo worthy of remark, 
that Mr Bowes, to’ whom fo many wicked motives 
had been afcribed, did not take her Ladythip to the 
Continent, ‘which he might have done, but carried 
her to the caftle of her anceftors, where fhe was

Mr Erfkine alfo declared in favour of Lucas, the 
‘conftable, that he had been employed by Mr Bowes 
to aflift him in the recovery of diamonds to the va- 
Jue of 10,0001. which Mr B. faid Lady 8. had ta- 
ken away, and that Lucas was therefore convinced, 
through the whole of the tranfa@ion, that he was 
acting with the {triéteft legality. Mr Peacock, he 
afferted alfo, was equally unconfcious of the purpofe 
of Mr Bowes, until he was with thar gentleman. in 
the coach going to Highgate. The innocence of 
| both would appear, he faid, from the affidavits 
which were now to be produced. The ftratagem 
originated folely with Mr Bowes, who had cautiouf- 
ly concealed his intentions from the reft, and who 
now generoufly came forward to make that declara- 
tion, relying om the purity of his intentions as the 
fole extenuation of his own conduct. 

The affidavits, to the number of twenty, were then 
read, and tended in general very {trongly to corro- 
barate the affertions made by the counfel, They 
confilted chiefly of vindications, on the part of Mr 
Bowes, of the innocence of the other defendants, as 

being totally unacquainted with his intentions ; af- 

fertions of the fame on the part of the defendants 

themfelves ; and accounts of the chearful conduct 

of her Ladythip on her road to Streatham caitle. 

The affidavit of Mr Bowes (tated in {trong terms 

the dangers to which the Countefs was expofed in 

the hands of Mrs Morgan, her attorney Mr Shuter, 

and the reft of that party; and concluded wich ex- 

prefling his hope, that when his intentions were re- 

garded, he might have caufe to confider his fen- 

tence as a virtual acguittal by that coart. 

Mr Chambre, who followed for the defendants, 

took nearly the fame ground that had been occupied 

by the leading counfel ; and Mr Fielding alfo, in a 

very inggnious f{peech, dwelt on the many reafons 

which appeared to prevail, that “ Mercy fhould 

feafon juftice”’ on the prefent occalion. , 

Mr Mingay replied on the part of the profecution. 

He faid that the conduct of Lady Strathmore had 
not been fuch.as to warrant the attacks on her cha- 

racter, or the attempts which had been made to in- 

troduce libels on her Ladythip, inthe fhape of affi- 

davits into that Court. She had declined giving 

her evidence in perfon ; and fhe had alfo, at his in- 

ftance, declined profecuting any further Mr ‘Thomas 

Bowes, one of the’ perfons conviéted on this infar- 

mation. The affidavits, he faid, were contradicted 
by the evidence on the trial, and yet tended in fact 
not to mitigatg the fentence, but to induce the Jud- 
ges to re-try the caufe, which had been decided by 
the Jury. He controverted feveral of the general 
principle? which had ‘been Taid down, particularly 
that, which went to extenuate the guilt of fervants 
acting under the authority of their malters. If that 
were once admitted, he obferved, every man would 
be a tyrant in proportion to the number of fervants 
he was.enabled to keep. Had the prefeat tranfac- 
tion amounted to murder, there could not be a 
doubt but that*each of the defendants mutt be deem- 
ed acceffaries ; agd there was, in his opinion, as lit- 
tle that they malt bear a proportionate degree of the 
prefent criminality. He ridiculed very ftrongly the 
defence of Lucas; that his feizare of Lady Strath- 
more’s perfon was for the recovery of ftolen dia- 
monds ! Would not a fearch warrant, he afked, 
from Sir Sampfon Wright’s, have proved much more 
effectual? Did he expeé to find thefe valuables in 
her Ladythip’s pocket ?—or did he carry her to- 
waftds Highgate to feek for them in the recefles of 
Caen Wood? The whole of the defences that had 
been made were an infult on common fenfe. Their 
Lordfhips had been called to temper juftice with 
mercy. If that mercy was any where to be exer- 
cifed, it was certainly due to the public ; and would 
beft be fhewn, in his opinion, by punithing fuch a- 
trocious violence with the utmoft feverity. 

Mr Law followed on the fame fide, but gave lit- 
tle more than an amplified narration of cireumftan- 
ces, with which ‘the public are already fufliciently 
acquainted. Mr Garrow, who was alfo concerned 
for the profecution, modeflly declined any farther 
arguments, as it could only tend to delay, ‘where 
the particular points of the fubje@ had been fuffi- 
ciently reviewed and enforced.
